Slices of bacon ( 2 diced and 2 halved.)

In memory of Mr. Gordon Ross who passed away on November 26, 1966 
we recognize a bit of history that he honored us with. 
He was a motorman on the Milford, Attleboro and Woonsocket street 
railway mentioned in the November issue last year and had the distinc- 
tion of being the first and last motorman to operate a car on the line. 
During those years he "chauffered" Carry Nation and Helen Keller 
among other celebrities. He escorted Carry and her "Teetotalers" 
around Hoag Lake (Silver) and she remarked about the beauty of the 
recreation spot that the Street Railway was promoting. She died in 
1911 after having “raided" saloons since 1900 with her hatchet ! 
Helen Keller was the famous deaf and blind lady who lived in Wrentham 
at the time. Through the aid of another dedicated lady Helen learned 
to talk and lecture to the amazement of people who witnessed her 
unusual handicap. 
Mr. Ross had been the temporary recipient of the Boston Post cane 
in Franklin and used it faithfully. Though it could no longer support 
him in death it rested on his coffin for the last journey.

CHARLES RIVER RISES 


Despite the fact that 
rounding towns report disaster result- 
ing from the recent flood, this town 
and North Bellingham seemed to have 
suffered but little. No serious damage 
has yet been made known.. The dam 
at the Taft. Woolen mills sports a 
large blister on the right hand over- 
flow which, for the past few days, has 
been theratening to give, but the re- 
lease of pressure, due to the rapidly 
receding waters, will probably save a 
break. 

The river itself has risen to record 
height. Old time natives report that 
it has never been higher. But fortu- 
nately all towns in this vicinity are sit- 
uated high above the banks and 
marshes, leaving plenty of area to 
accommodate the overflow. 

Connolly’s field, which has been used 
for athletics during the summer, sur- 
vived the rain in more or less of a 
soggy state, its condition preventing 
the contemplated grid-iron encounter 
with the North-end eleven last Sun- 
day.

When was it destroyed ? 


So many different answers were given to this 
simple question and we encountered problems 

in trying to solve the mystery! In an out of 
Town library the page was missing on micro- 
film that could have had the answer ! Turning 
to another library source we found plenty of 
information on the disaster that came as a 
flood in the evening of Nov. 3, 1927 but no 
word about Bellingham damage $ Then from 

our friends in Franklin Library we found the 
story seen on the side of this page. This was 
printed in the Nov. 10, 1927 issue of the 
Franklin Sentinel. Whereas Nov. 3rd was on a 
Thursday, the night of the storm, then the 
reference to"Saturday" as the day the dam went 
out, this meant that the collapse occurred on 
the 5th. It is interesting to note that the 
reporter from the North part of Town was unaware 
that the Red Mill Dam was no more although the 
Charles River flows through that section. 


And how about that "Ancient Note" to our left! 


It is too bad that the dam was never rebuilt 
because it could have been quite a recreation 
area with boating and fishing for residents 
nearby. Gone is a certain nostalgic beauty 
that the young can never see and enjoy. 

Oh, yes, lest we forget to mention the joys of 
skating and ice fishing----remember ? 


We just thought you'd like to know that the dam 
vanished on Saturday, Nov. 5, 1927 }!
